After making the 
preliminary arrangements here and 
with a San Diego bank for the han- 
dling of the financial end of the 
transaction, and crossing the border 
in company with two Mexicans. now 
known to the authorities, the two 
Americans were arrested and held. 

“About two weeks ago a young 
Mexican called at Mr. Hindin’s of- 
fee and said he had a large amount 
of diamonds to sell, at a bargain.” 
said Sergt. Murphy. “The gems, he 
said, were in Mexico. and would be 
brought to San Die for inepec- 
tion. He said he would wire when 
the transaction could be closed. 

. “Wednesday afternoon Mr. Hin- 
din called me at the Police Station 
and said he received a telegram, 
saying, ‘Meet me at the Grant Ho- 
tel, San Diego, Thursday, .2 p.m. 
Everything O.K.’ Mr. Hindin ask 

me if I would go along to see that 
the diamonds were not stolen and 
to assist him. I and my partner. 
Walter Wood, obtained permission 
from Chief Home, and left, with 
arriving in San Diego 

“Mr. Hindin met the young Mex- 
lean in the hotel. We stayed in the 
background. Later Mr. Hindin told 
us the Mexican said his parties were 
unable to get the money for the pay- 
ment of the duty, and that the pur- 
chase would have to be made in 
Mexico through a bank. 

“It was then that we went to 
the United States National Bank in 
San Diego, where we were intro- 
duced to a man named Reynolds.

“Mr. Hindin was told at the San 
Diego bank that the elderly Mexican 
was a reliable person and had an 
account in the bank.
